NEVKH TOO FAR from the eag­ 
er hands of the Gestapo, Holm was 
often forced to change his address 
before he heard a fatal knock on 
his door. 
"I got so hot I had to move dear 
across the country in 1942.” said 
the smiling blonde Dane “ I man 
aged to keep working until the end 
of the war.”

His "work.” nnd that of his com­ 
panions. was considered extremely 
effective by the Allies, whose pre­ 
cision bombing met with pinpoint 
success, thanks to information ra­ 
dioed by Holm and his men. 
"President Uhen general» Eisen­ 
hower called the Danish 
under­ 
ground ‘second to none’ after the 
war ended.” Holm said. "I was 
very proud to have been part of 
it.” 


HOLM’S LUCK continued. Two 
months after Allied armies arriv­ 
ed. he was handed his visa and 
sent on his way to the United 
States, carrying the gratitude of 
his benefactors. 
" I was very fortunate." he said 
"Most people had to wait as long 
as five years to get immigration 
visas." 
Shortly after his arrival. Holm 
was joined by his bride-to-be, Kir­ 
sten. whom he'd met during his 
resistance days. Ladv Luck was 
still smiling—so was Holm. 


IIE BECAME an American citi­ 
zen three years ago, a few months 
after his arrival in the Coachella 
Valley. Carrying a degree in agri­

FEDERAL GOVERNMENT IS 
USURPING STATES RICHTS 


The g reatest danger to the survival 
of A m erican dem ocracy Is the th rea t of 
an atom ic w a r which scientists believe 
would practically annihilate this coun­ 
try. Renewed efforts tow ard slackening 
th e arm s race gives new hope th a t this 
nation will n ot be literally blown to 


pieces. 
T he next g reatest d a n g er comes from 
within. It is the trend tow ard an all 
powerful 
c e n t r a l i z e d governm ent 
through u surpation of the rights of in­ 
dividual citizens and individual states. 
Five constitutional am en d m en ts have 
been proposed to safeguard the rights 
an d powers of individual stales and 
th eir people. 
This concentration of power In W ash­ 
ington at the expense of the S tates has 
been brought about largely through the 
abuse of the taxing and spending pow­ 
ers of Congress— snd through the un­ 
bridled extension of the power of Con­ 
gress to reg u late interstate commerce. 
If the liberty of our people is to be 
preserved, th e re m ust be returned to 
th e states th e powers which have been 
usurped by th e Federal Government. 
Five m easures have been proposed by 
leading m em b ers of Congress with the 
objective of returning powers which be­ 
longed to the states and Individual citi­ 
zens. Briefly, th ey cover the following

Lim it Federal Expenditures
